EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  members,  while  ad- 
mitting the  release  of  results  achieves  more 
realism  on  campus,  voted  down  this  proposal 
in  favor  of  shielding  losing  candidates  from 
hurt  or  humilitation. 


This  newspaper  would  like  to  remind  the 
reader  that  great  feats  are  not  performed  by 
people  who  have  been  coddled. 


It  is  doubtful  that  Coach  Kopp  is  in  the  habit 
of  making  his  football  teams  play  “touch” 
football  until  the  big  game. 


Players  undergo  a tough ening-up  process 
which  conditions  them  for  the  hard  knocks 
they  are  due  to  receive  in  the  game. 

IN  THE  SAME  manner  is  steel  heat-treated 
and  tempered  before  it  is  really  put  to  the  test. 
It  is  prepared  for  withstanding  strains  many 
times  those  which  are  likely  to  be  put  upon  it. 

So  it  is  with  studentbody  candidates.  Are 
there  adequate  reasons  why  Brigham  Young 
University  students  should  be  kept  under  a 
glass  dome  while  they  are  here,  and  then  sud- 
denly be  pushed  ou,t  into  the  world  where  hard 
knocks  are  apt  to  come  hard  and  often? 


Does  shielding  a person  from  something 
build  up  an  immunity? 


THIS  NEWSPAPER  does  not  think  so. 
The  purpose  of  Brigham  Young  University 
is  the  preparation  of  Latter-day  Saint  young 
people,  in  an  LDS  atmosphere. 


That  purpose  is  being  soundly  defeated  by 
those  who  wpuld  shelter  students  while  they’re 
here. 


IF  A STUDENT  has  someone  who  for  the 
rest  of  his  life,  will  coddle  and  watch  over  him 
(dress  him,  tuck  him  in  bed  at  night,  etc.) 
this  editorial  is  wasted  effort. 


If  however,  the  average  student  has  to  make 
his  own  way  in  the  world  and  is  expecting  to 
be  ready  for  those  knocks  when  he  graduates, 
the  glass  dome  should  be  removed  and  he 
should  become  acclimated  to  the  germ-laden 
air  the  rest  of  the  world  breathes. 

Couldn’t  it  possibly  be  that  “the  first  dis- 
appointment or  ‘hard  knock’  is  like  love — 
the  older  you  are  the  harder  it  hits  you?” 

WHY  NOT  INTRODUCE  “realism”  now.  It 
will  be  much  easier  to  take  this  year  than 
next,  or  the  year  after  that. 

The  Daily  Universe  advocates  release  of  both 
primary  and  final  results,  with  an  eye  toward 
eventual  release  of  all  class,  AMS/  AWS,  and 
studentbody  election  results. 

Until  it  is  felt  that  students  are  mature 
enough  to  take  these  little  sebacks,  the  BYU 
studentbody  and  government  are  still  in  the  in- 
fant stage. 

When  election  problems  and  other  similar 
issues  are  solved  and  studentbody  procedures 
are  raised  to  the  level  where  BYU  can  look 
the  world  in  the  eye,  then  we  will  be  grown  up.

He  presented  a brilliant  array 
of  platitudes,  quips,  insinuations 
and  misleading  generalizations 
in  an  emotional  appeal  to  pre- 
judice and  uncritical  thinking.
